The prior art, considered 
individually or in combination fails to teach or suggest claimed method comprising, 
among other limitations, a novel and unobvious limitation of "as the dither signal being a 
signal that is available in the circuit but is not specifically generated for this purpose" 
structurally and functionally interconnected with other limitations in the manner as cited 
in claims 8-10.
